Priorities Connittee Report Coapleted and Approved: 


At its seeting of 12 October, | 1980, tne Departwent approved 
witoout any dissenting vote tne "Report and Recoasencations of 
tae Departuwental Priorities Conaittee' pertainin2 to tne airin? 
of new and replacement faculty over the next several years. The 
Report nas been forwarded to tre Dean of Arts anda Sciences for 
is consideration. 


The Priorities Committee received its mandate at tne last 
Department lieeting of trie 1989-90 academic year, in April, 
1960. Its members, Professor Carr (Chair), Rode, Schade, 
Shlosser, Rudin and Tittler; Graduate Student Representatives 
Lowtner and Schade, were appointed at the bezinnine of tre 
summer and met eight times between July and Cctober. 


The Report consisted of two parts: an examination of tre 
Repartaent's faculty staffinz profile, past, present and 
future, and a consideration of waich fields siould be selected 
for niring in tne years anead. 


Tae first part of the report concluded tat History Aas 
nad the fastest growing enrolment in the Faculty of Arts and 
Sciences over the past five years. At tne saine tine its 
teaciing staff, saving fallen in numbers by roug4ly a taircd 
since tne uerger of the two founding departments, had zrown 
only very sligntly during tnat five year period. It is today 
substantially snaller tnan it nad been in 1977. In addition, 
tne Report pointed to toe steady and significant loss of © 
colisazues to tre university administration for perioas of 
tnree to five years at a time, and to retirments anticipated in 
the years ianediately ahead. 


These observations supported a request for the addition of 
six full-time and two sessional positions to be piased in over 
tne next four years. Tne Report recommended tine selection of 
tne following full-time positions (in no order of priority): 
modern French istory, forth Awerican liative History; nocern 
Canadian tiowen's tiistory with a special interest in Cuebec; 
vodern Latin Aaerican and/or Caribbean Wistory; Late iiedieval 
History; and jiodern Fast European History. Tae sessional 
fields 1ave been defined as jiodern U.S. ‘loman's History and 
Yorking Class History. The Conmittee felt that these fields 
best served the purposes of tne Department in filline present 
or anticipated zaps, and in supporting tne Departnent' s 
curricular priorities. 


Veitaer the Report nor tne Department made recomnendations 
on tne sequence in wnicn specific positions would be added.
